Herr Karl J. Corner, Political roferotfti for the Kaiser Ministry "? 
in Berlin, talked to me on July 15th about the necessity for more r 

coordination between resistance groups in Berlin, Herr. Genaer, who de- 
scribed hir.se If as a younger, associate and good friend of Minister Kaiser’s 
in resistance work against Hitler, ia an antl-Gchumaoher member of the 
BPS and appears to be a person of considerable initiative and liberal 
persuasions* 

Herr CJerraar stressed that the need for coordination was over more 
pressing* Berlin itself was too small and tho area of its resistance 
activities was becoming too circumscribed to permit indefinite dupli- 
cation and uncontrolled competition* funds were also harder to coco 
by than formerly. There was duplication both in the work done ^nd in *) 

the payment for the work — Horr Geraer cited one group which ho long WaAJ<U * 
auopooted to be paid both by the Americans and by the Kaiser Ministry 
for the same work. There was also considerable inner politicking. 

This situation damaged both the extent and quality of resistance work 
and occasionally aided deterioration of both resistance morals and 
methods. 

Host important was the damage to security of many private or semi- 
private operations within the resistance • fields Herr forger felt the 
K aiser llulatr.y coabwliat. rc3 T onsl ble for the general activities and 
security of resistance work ana felt that when such breaches of aeour- 
i ty occurred Ministry representatives here tended to be blamed' for 
them by Bonn, 'furthermore, the Russians, Horr Oeroer thought, .were 
now far mors determined than before and with far more aggressive means 
to penetrate Western agencies. Amateurish work was more dangerous than 
over. The . Burlanook a ffair in tho Kaapfgruone should serve ac a warning • ,

Herr Conner wanted Ln the next month to form a small ouratorium to 
exercise some coordination over resistance work* The curatorium was to 
be composed of the ora pertinent member each from the Kaiser Ministry, 
the Senat , the SPU, GBU, and fif and each important resist xnoe organ- 
ization, It was to be rather informal, primarily a point of contact 
whore problems sou la be ironed out on a personal basis between tho 
responsible .people concerned* Tnis informality and lack of records 
would prevent making it s particular object of espionage.* While 'U, . 
representatives were not to be aeluded, Herr dormer hoped that there 
would be a good conn fiction wit 1 ' them, since otherwise, groups which 
sere support.",! financially by the U. . would always use U.U. suyjjort 
as an excuse for 1Terr b'ermer cited 
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an being currently present* Herr Qenaer thought that there wua con- 
siderable oentirsent favorable to such tie volopment In Berlin. Perhaps 
because of past security problems, Herr Tillich of the 3Lampfgruppo 
had appeared to be earjeoiallv anxious to see the ouratoriug o stab- 
lishe d.
